In  the  January-February  issue  of  the 
Newsletter  in  1971  Abe  Martin  on  ancient 
and  modern  journalism  was  quoted. 

There  are  a couple  of  small  volumes  in 
y library  which  are  titled  "Abe  Martin's 
Almanack"  and  they  are  written  by  Kin 
Hubbard.  My  grandfather  was  an  old  time 
newspaper  writer  and  editor  and  they  came 
from  his  collection. 

Abe  Martin  was  the  name  of  the  character 
that  Kin  Hubbard  invented.  Both  of  their 
homes  were  Brown  County,  Indiana.  The  book 
which  is  dated  1911  has  a couple  of  forwards 
by  a pair  of  Indiana  writers  - James  Whitcomb 
Riley  and  Booth  Tarkington. 

Riley's  poem  goes  like  this: 

To  Kin  Hubbard 

The  father  of  his  countryman 

Abe  Martin: 

Abe  Martin!  - dad  burn  his  old  picture! 

P' tends  he's  a Brown  County  fixture  - 
A kind  of  comical  mixture 

Of  hoss-sense  and  no  sense  at  all! 

His  mouth,  like  his  pipe,  's  alius  goin'. 

And  his  thoughts  like  his  whiskers,  is  flowin'  - 
And  what  he  don't  know  ain't  worth  knowin'  - 

From  Genesis  clean  to  baseball! 


Whuther  onto  the  fence  er  clean  over 

A-rootin  up  ragweed  'er  clover 

Skeert  stiff  at  some  "Rambler"  er  "Rover" 

Er  new  f angled  automobeel. 

It's  purty  steep  climate  old  Brown's  in; 

And  the  rains  there  his  ducks  nearly  drowns  in 
The  old  man  hisse'f  wades  his  rounds  in 
As  ca'm  and  serene,  mighty  nigh, 

As  the  old  handsaw  hawg,  er  the  mottles

"Being  a faithful  full  year's  record  of  the 
sayings  and  doings  of  Abe  Martin  and  his 
neighbors,  together  with  biographies  of 
the  same  and  much  valuable  information  for 
those  who  prefer  to  live  by  agriculture, 
along  with  Miss  Fawn  Lippincut's  spirited 
replies  to  timely  questions  from  many  sources."

"Abe  Martin's  Almanack"  as  a feature  cartoon. 
Some  of  his  quotes  are:

"LAST  SEA  VOYAGE  OF  THE  QUEEN  MARY"

60,000  WATCH  AS  QUEEN  MARY  SLIPS  INTO 
FINAL  MOORAGE.  Promptly  at  6:30  a.m. 
Saturday  February  27,  1971  the  Mary  began 
her  final  sea  voyage  to  her  permanent 
resting  place  at  pier  J in  Long  Beach 
Harbor.  After  34  years,  the  Queen  Mary 
ended  her  career  as  she  began  it-to  the 
cheerj of  thousands  of  admirers.  When  the 
ship  moved  into  its  new  berth  at  9:30 
a.m.  the  crowd  gathered  in  the  newly  built 
plaza  for  welcoming  ceremonies.  Actress 
Greer  Garson,  an  honored  guest,  accepted 
the  first  line  to  tie  up  the  ship. 

Long  Beach  City  Mayor  Edwin  Wade  told 
the  crowd  the  ship  will  be  open  to  the 
public  in  April  of  this  year.  The  first 
stage  of  the  Maritime  Museum,  he  added, 
would  open  in  late  July  or  early  August. 

Happy  about  the  ship’s  fate.  Miss  Garson 
said,  "This  isn’t  the  end  of  the  Queen,  it 
is  the  beginning  of  a new  life  - a voyage 
which  will  have  no  end." 

Ann  Bishop,  President  of  the  Queen  Mary 
Club  - A Booster  Organization,  watched 
excitedly  as  the  Mary  arrived  at  her  new 


home.  "The  Mary  finds  its  way  into 
your  heart  and  stays  there",  she  said. 

"I  was  on  the  last  cruise  from  Southampton 
to  Long  Beach.  It  was  a wonderful  39  days. 
The  ship  is  elegant  with  its  beautiful 
painting  and  wood." 

Ultimately  the  former  luxury  liner- 
troop  ship-bride  ship  will  become  a motel 
and  convention  center  complex.  An  announce- 
ment is  expected  within  a few  days  naming 
the  master  lessee  who  will  develop  the  many 
shops  restaurants  and  other  tourist  attrac- 
tions on  board,  what  the  coast  guard  now 
regards  as  a land  structure. 

The  California  State  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, for  the  past  year  has  attempted  to 
book  a convention  aboard  the  ship.  Due  to 
difficulty  in  obtaining  a major  lessee  to 
develop  the  convention  part  of  the  ships 
function  this  has  not  been  possible.  The 
C.S.N.A.  is  hoping  for  the  first  state 
numismatic  convention  aboard  the  ship  in 
the  fall  of  1972. 

Numismatically , a medal  was  struck  upon 
her  launching  in  Southhampton,  and  a 
medal  has  been  struck  by  the  city  of  Long 
Beach  to  commemorate  "her"  becoming  the 
location  of  the  museum  of  the  sea,  Long 
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Beach  . The  Medal  struck  in  Long  Beach  is  of 
ilver  and  bronze  alloy.
